Inflation Continues 
As Production Dips

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Commerce 
Department says 
inflation is increasing at a rate 
of 11.5 per cent and the nation’s 
output of goods and services is 
in its longest decline in 14 
years. 
In a statement Thursday, the 
department 
said 
the 
Gross 
National Product, the sum of 
goods and services produced in 
the nation, declined 2.9 per cent 
in real terms for the third 
quarter of 
1974 because of 
inflation. 
This plus a drop of 7 per cent 
in the first quarter and 1.6 per 
cent in the second quarter 
constituted the longest econom­ 
ic slump since 1960. 
The figures announced added 
to the debate on whether the 
country is in a recession. 
Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
this week said it was indeed a 
recession, but Commerce .Secre­ 
tary Frederick B. Dent Thurs­ 
day disagreed, saying: “What 
we have is sideways waffling." 
A 
recession 
generally 
is 
viewed as “a temporary falloff 
of business activity.” 


Dent said the country is not 
in a 
recession because the 
slump 
is 
not 
a 
“general 
business decline.” 
It was largely confined to the 
auto 
industry 
in 
the 
first 
quarter. In the second quarter 
the decline was caused by a 
sharp price increase for import­ 
ed oil.

creased $27.8 billion to $1.412 
trillion. But inflation at an 
annual rate of 11.5 per cent in 
the 
July-September 
quarter, 
sent the real GNP into decline 
by 2.9 per cent. 


The 11.5 per cent inflation 
rate compared with 12.3 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1974 
and 9.3 per cent in the second 
quarter. 


The GNP figures released for 
the third quarter 
Thursday 
actually were based on data for 
only July and, August. Dent said 
the results may differ when 
September is included. 


One part of the September 
figure is already 
in. 
In a 
separate report, the Commerce 
Department Thursday said 
housing starts that month were 
unchanged from August.

THE KISSINGER IMAGE 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, the man who 
brought detente with the Russians, detente with the Red 
Chinese, negotiations to the Middle East, and American 
withdrawal from Vietnam, is no longer a legend in his own 
time. 


The seeming diplomatic miracles he wove together, 
end to end, and month to month, have been applauded off 
the stage. He no longer glitters when he walks. It is ap­ 
parent now that Henry Kissinger has warts—like any 
other living legend. 


The tarnish began to appear on Kissinger’s reputation 
with allegations, unsubstantiated, that he directed the 
wire-tapping of suspected security leaks with in the 
government. 


More recently Kissinger is being criticized for con­ 
tinuing to head the Nationl Security Council as well as the 
Department of State. Too. there are indications that he 
handled the Cyprus crisis poorly and may have been in­ 
volved, or at least had advanced knowledge of the CIA’s 
invasion of Chile's internal affairs. 


Several congressmen hav 
vowed extensive in­ 
vestigation into this apparent Kissinger connection, and 
this could mean additional trouble for Kissinger since his 
friend on the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
Chairman William Fulbright, will not be returning to the 
Senate next session. 


Kissinger continues to receive the strong support of 
Senate leaders Mike Mansfield, the majority leader, and 
Hugh Scott, the Republican leader. And President Ford, 
in a speech at the United Nations said “It should be em­ 
phatically understood that the Secretary ot State has my 
full support and the unquestioned backing of the 
American people." 


But despite these endorsements, the Kissinger star is 
not as bright as it once was. While that fact may disturb 
Kissinger's groupies, it does offer some redeeming value. 


The Kissinger foreign policy will be closely screened 
from now on rather than blindly applauded. And there will 
be some equilibrium returned to State Department action. 


In short, while the Kissinger image may be gathering 
some tarnish, American foreign policy may be growing in 
value.

example in delighting in the will 
of .the Father. “My meat (food, 
nourishment 
strength, 
in­ 
spiration) is to do the will of 
Him that sent me,’’ He said. 
(John 4:34). The Psalmist said 
that the man is happy whose 
“delight is in the law of the 
Lord.” (Ps. 1:2). Again, he told 
the Lord, “I delight to do thy 
will, O my God: yea, thy law is 
within my heart.’’ (Psalm 40:8) 
Thirdly, by searching 
the 
Scriptures. If we are searching 
the Scriptures for the will of 
God, obviously we do not al­ 
ready know what it is. Nor does 
this mean that we are trying to 
make it difficult, nor lacking in 
a desire to know or do it. But by 
searching the Word we may find 
either a clear-cut principle or a 
direct command that should 
apply in our life in our present 
crisis. 
Fourthly, by waiting on the 
Lord in prayer. The Apostle 
Paul instructed his followers at 
Philippi: “don't worry about 
anything; instead, pray about 
everything 
If you do this you 
will experience God’s peace.’’ 
(Phil. 4:8-7). 
And in your waiting, do the 
logical thing. Avoid the illogical, 
the absurd, the rediculous, in 
associating such with the will 
of God. Demand of God and your 
own conscience a deepening 
conviction 
concerning 
any 
impression or idea 
that 
is 
illogical . If God is calling on you 


to do .something unusual — and 
He does sometimes — then do 
not act impulsively. Wait and let 
the conviction take roots so that 
you know that you are ready to 
act out of God’s will and power, 
and not on your own erring 
judgment and weakness. 
Again, in. your waiting, do the 
moral thing. God is always in 
the right thing. If a desire is 
pulling you too far to the right or 
left, and you are tempted to 
rationalize it from some isolated 
text, call a halt to the whole 
process. If anything you want to 
do violates, morality, count on it 
— it is not God’s will. Don’t hold 
God’s grace in contempt by 
trying to give your sin a 
religious cover. 
Finally, while waiting for the 
will of God, always go in the 
direction of the providential. 
Don’t demand an angel from 
Heaven to move you when a 
providential door has opened. 
Do not demand a dramatic 
revelation from above when 
circum stances 
all 
around 
confirm a course of action. 
God has promised to guide us.

A tremendous following from 
Rushville saw the Lions defeat 
the Greensburg Pirates 25 to 6 
The victory was the Lions’ 
seventh in a row which sets a 
school record plus keeps the 
conference record unblemished. 
The evening started in typical 
Rushville style. After winning 
the toss of the coin and receiving 
the kickoff, the Lions started 
their first scoring drive. Taking 
the ball from their own 45, the 
Lions drove to pay dirt in just 
eight plays. Rick Keller gained 
36 of 'die 55 yards. Dan LeClerc 
kicked the extra point and with 
8:23 left in the opening frame, 
the Lions led 7-0. Keller gained 
nearly half of his rushing total 
on this opening drive.

The Pirates threw three times 
for 58 yards on the drive. The 
touchdown was scored when end 
Eddy Lee took the ball in what 
looked like a reverse, stopped 
and heaved an 18 yard pass to 
Pat McKee who was standing all 
alone in the end 'zone. For­ 
tunately Greensburg’s con­ 
version team is similar to Rush- 
ville’s, so the extra point was no 
good. With just 4:32 left in the 
first quarter, the score was 
Rushville 7, Greensburg 6. 


It was the Lions’ turn again as 
they started on their own 28 
yard line. Once again, quar­ 
terback Mark English moved 
his team on the ground with 
ease. It took 12 rushing plays to 
move the ball to the Greensburg 
13 yard line. The Lions then 
scored easily on its patented 
screen pass. Rick Keller scored 
the touchdown on the 13 yard 
pass. The Lions didn’t convert 
the extra point any more for the 
rest of the evening, so the score 
was 13 to 6. 
The Lion defense took the field 
seeking revenge. The defense 
hasn’t had many points scored 
against them. Unfortunately, 
the Pirates scored on their first 
drive, so the quota for the 
evening had been attained, The 
Pirates offense1 was'quiet. After 
being forced to punt, the Lions 
started another drive. By the 
way, the snap from center was 
high and Joe Redden blocked 
the punt. Alex Retime dropped 
on the ball on the Greensburg 24 
yard line. 'The Pirates had just 
learned that one mustn’t anger 
the Lion defense. 
Needing only 24 yards, the 
next touchdown was a piece of 
cake. Mark English took the ball 
over from the one yard line after 
six plays to add six more points. 
With just over half of the second 
quarter remaining, the Lions 
led 19 to 6. 
Greensburg had the ball a 
total of eight plays the second 


quarter. They gained eight total 
yards and were forced to punt 
twice.

The halftime score was 19 to 6 
with Rushville holding the edge. 
The third quarter should have 
been cancelled because of cold 
weather. Neither team seemed 
interested after leaving a warm 
dressing room.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Now 
that the Watergate coverup 
trial is finally underway at last, 
one central question troubles 
the mind. 
Suppose the defendants are 
found guilty. What, in view of 
the pardon granted former 
President Nixon, would you 
consider proper punishment for 
his ex-aides? 
I’ve given this matter a lot of 
thought these past two weeks 
and have concluded that if the 
alleged conspirators are con­ 
victed they should be sentenced 
to jury duty. 
More and more, it appears, 
under our system of justice 
members of the jury wind up 
suffering more than the in­ 
dividuals on trial. 
Take the Watergate case — 
Judge John Sirica warned at 
the outset that it might last 
past Christmas with the jurors 
sequestered until it was fini­ 
shed. 
That meant being with each 
other night and day, 'taking all 
their meals together, being 
separated from their families, 
going to church in the presence 
of U.S. marshals, sometimes 
staying in the courtroom until 
early evening and sometimes 
spending Saturdays in the jury 
box. 
No wonder it took so long to 
impanel 12 jurors. The wonder 
of it is that Sirica's remarks 
didn’t lead to a jury break. 
At one point, 
I’m 
told, 
prospective jurors began whis­ 
pering among themselves. Lip- 
readers in the room claim 'they 
were saying, “We’re busting 
out of here right after lunch. 
Pass it along.” 
During the trial itself, the 
defendants are free to come 
and go as they please when 
their presence is not required 
in the courtroom .
